Medical Clerical
Course Offered

The Hawkeye Institute of
Technology is now accepting app-
lications for a three-quarter
medical clerical program. The
State Department of Public In-
struction recently gave approval
for the program.

The course begins Sept, 30
at Hawkeye's Fall Quarter. The
curriculum includes intermediate
typewriting, medical clerical
bookkeeping, medical records
management, office machines,
medical machine transcription,
medical insurance, medical off ice
procedures, business mathema-
tics, medical correspondence,
human relations and charm, bus-
iness English, and medical sem-
inar.

Students are to receive on-
the-job training through a co-
operative part-time program.

Millard K. Mills, general
manager of Professional Manage-
ment Midwest of Waterloo, one
of the advisory committee mem-
bers for the program, says "We
feel that one of the greatest
needs in the field of medicine,
along with nurses and physicians,
is for the well-trained versatile
girl working In the medical off Ice.

"Twenty-five years ago a girl
who worked in a physician's off ice
primarily had to answer the tele-
phone. Now it's muchmorecom-
plicated and the variety of duties
call for a much more skilled per-
son. It also makes a Job which
Is interesting and challenging.
We seldom see a girl who works
In an office in the field of med-
icine leave for industry because
they do enjoy their work."

Mills said that students fami-
liar with physician's medical re-
ports could act as receptionists,
appointment clerks, medical re-

cord clerks, medical insurance
clerks and typists.

About 20 students are expected
to make up the first class next
fall. The course will be taught
at the Airline and Highway 57
location of the Institute. Appli-
cants for the program should show
evidence of interest, and aptitude
and ability to profit from such
training and have a demonstrated
typing speed of approximately 40
w.p.m. wi th accuracy.

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ORDINANCE ft 149

AN ORDINANCE ESTABLISHING
GRADUATED FEES FOR CLASS

"C" BEER PERMITS
Be it ordained by the Council

of the City of La Porte City,
Iowa, as follows:

Section 1: FEES ESTABLISH-
ED. In accordance with Chapter
160, Acts of the 62nd General
Assembly of Iowa, graduated fees
for class "C" beer permits are
hereby extablished, as follows:
For a location for which a permit
has not heretofore been Issued,
S50.00 per annum. For any other

location, to be determined by the
volume of beer purchased for sale
by the permit holder In business
at such location during the full
calendar year next prior to the
filing of the application: a. Not
more than 1,000 # standard cases,
$50.00 per annum, b. More than
1,001 rt standard cases but not
more than 3,000 standard cases,
$150.00 per annum, c. More than
3,001 standard cases, $200.00per
annum. In the event that the
applicant cannot determine such
volume of beer, and so states
on his application, then the fee
shall be the fee charged for the
class "C" permit recently issued
for said location and covering said
period or any portion therof, but
in no event less than, $50.00 per
annum.

Section 2: DEFINITIONS. The
definitions in Chapter 124, Code
of Iowa, 1966, shall apply to all
transactions under this ordinance
together with the following:
"Standard case" of beer as used
in c1 -termming the amount of
permit fee to be charged shall
mean that volume of beer in
twenty-four sealed bottles or con-
tainers each containing twelve
ounces of beer as offered for
sale, regardless of actual size,
shape or capacity of the actual
containers purchased, and shall
be the unit of measurmsnt used
to determine the volume of beer
purchased for sale by a permit
holder during a given period.

Section 3: APPLICATION.
Applications as required by law
or ordinances for class "C"
beer permits shall have attached
to, and made part thereof, a
statement of the volume of beer
purchased for sale, expressed in
terms of cases, during the next
full prior calendar year at the
location where the applicant in-
tends to operate.

Section 4: REPEALER. All
ordinances or parts of ordinances
in conflict with the provisions of
this ordinances are hereby re-
pealed.

Section 5: SAVING CLAUSE.
If any section, provision, or part
of this ordinance shall be adjudged
to be invalid or unconstitutional,
such adjudication shall not affect
the validity of the ordinance as
a whole or any section, provision,
or part thereof not adjudged in-
valid or unconstitutional.

Section 6: WHEN EFFEC-
TIVE. This ordinance shall be
in effect after its final passage,
approval, and publication as pro-
vided by law.
